Declaratory  Resolution  No,  74s 

Kesolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  eitj  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  te  extend  and  epen 
HARRISON  street  in  the  city  of  Fert  Wayne, Allen  County,  State  of  Indiana, 
from  the  north  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Pittsburg, Port  Wayne  A 
Chicago  R.R,  south  across  the  Irlght-of-way  of  the  Pittsburg  Fort  Wayne  A 
Chicago  R.R,  and  the  right-of-way  of  the  Wabash  railway  to  the  north  line 
of  Grand  street,  such  extending  and  opening  to  have  the  uniform  width 
of  sixty  (60)  feet,  the  same  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating 
for  said  purpose,  a strip  of  land  described  as  follows :to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a point  on  the  north  line  of  the  right-of-way 
of  the  Pittsburg, Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  where  the  east  line  of 
Harrison  street  produced  south  intersects  the  same.  Thence  south  on  the 
east  line  of  Harrison  street  produced  south  crossing  the  right-of-way  ef 
the  Pittsburg,  Fort  Wayne  A Chicago  R.R,  and  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Wabash  railway,  to  the  north  line  of  Grand  street;  thence  west  on  the 
north  line  of  Grand  street  sixty  (60)  feet;  thence  north  parallel  with 
the  east  line  of  Harrison  street  above  described  produced  south,  crossing 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Wabash  railway,  and  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Pittsburg  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  railroad,  to  the  north  line  of  the  right- 
of-way  of  the  Pittsburg  Fert  Wayne  and  Chicago  R,  R,  thence  east  on  the 
north  line  of  the  Pittsburg  Fort  Wayne  & Chicago  R.R,  sixty  (60)  feet 
to  the  place  of  beginning  , all  as  shown  by  the  plan  of  such  proposed 
extension  and  opening  of  Harrison  street  above  described,  now  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  • The  i>roperty 
which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  the  extending  and 
opening  of  Harrison  street  as  above  described  is  described  as  all  parcels 
and  lote  of  lands  not  occupied  by  streets  and  alleys  north  of  Pontiac 
street  and  south  of  Superior  street,  between  Calhoun  street  and  Broadway, 
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All  of  said  streets,  lots  and  lands  being  located  in  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne, Allen  County, Indiana:
